111  obedience  to  an  order  passed  by  the  House  of  Delegates, 
dated  2Tth  March  1874,  and  which  is  as  follows: 

House  op  Delegates, 

March  21th,  18U. 
"Ordered,  That  the  Comptroller  be  requested  to  prepare  at  the 
earliest  practicable  day,  a  statement  showing  the  exact  condition  of 
the  Tobacco  Fund,  commencing  from  the  date  of  its  organization, 
to  the  present  time,  showing  the  cost  of  the  warehouses  and  amounts 
since  expended  and  received  under  the  different  Acts  of  Assembly, 
regulating  the  same,  and  that  he  report  the  same  in  full  to  the  next 
General  Assembly,  and  also  publish  an  abstract  of  said  statement 
in  his  next  Annual  Report." 

I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  your  Honorable  Rodies,  the 
following  Report : 

By  the  Act  of  1823,  chapter  165,  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish 
State  Warehouses  for  the  Inspection  of  Tobacco  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,"  the  Governor  and  Council  were  authorized  and  required 
to  contract  for  the  renting  of  such  number  of  warehouses  for  the 
inspection  of  tobacco  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  they  might  think 
necessary,  and  provision  was  made  for  the  appointment  of  three 
Inspectors  of  Tobacco,  w^ho  shall  be  entitled  to  an  annual  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  payable  quarterly  out  of  the  revenue 
accruing  from  such  inspection.  A  supplement  to  this  Act  was 
passed  at  December  Session  1825,  chapter  159,  which  authorised 
the  Governor  and  Council  to  contract  for  the  building  of  a  fire-proof 
State  Warehouse,  or  Warehouses  for  the  Inspection  of  Tobacco  in 


the  City  of  Ba'timorc,  ur  tc  ]nircba.^e  tht'  same,  or  to  purchase  a 
lot  of  ground  and  build  as  in  tlicir  judgnient  would  be  most 
conduci\^e  to  the  public  convenience  and  interests,  and  to  purchase 
all  the  screws,  scales  and  weights  that  may  be  necessary  for  such 
inspection.  Under  this  Act  theie  appears  to  have  been  expended 
the  sum  of  $54,500  00.  1'ho  Act  further  provides,  that  for  the 
purpose  of  paying  for  tho  warehouse,  or  houses,  and  the  lot  of 
ground  upon  which  thej  were  to  be  erected,  the  net  revenue  arising 
from  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  should  be  'set  apart  a-;  a  fund  for 
that  purpose.  The  Governor  and  Council  having  had  difficulty  in 
carrying  these  law.s  into  effect,  the  General  Assembly  by  the  Act 
of  1826,  chapter  250,  appointed  Commissioners  to  value  and  con- 
demn so  much  of  the  land  lying  south  of  Pratt  street,  hetween 
Market  Space  and  O'DonnelTs  Dock,  with  the  improvements 
thereon,  as  under  the  direction  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  they 
might  deem  proper  and  necessary  to  perfect  the  design  contemplated 
by  the  Act  of  1825,  chapter  159,  and  in  order  that  provision  might 
be  made  for  the  payment  of  the  real  estate  thus  directed  to  be 
valued  and  condemned,  they  passed  another  Act  (1826,  chapter  152) 
authorizing  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore  to  borrow  on  the 
credit  of  the  State,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  a  sum  sufficient  to  cover  the 
amount  of  such  real  estate  as  might  be  valued  and  condemned. 
The  revenue  arising  from  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  was  pledged  to 
pay  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  loan  to  be  made,  and  the 
premium  arising  from  the  sale  of  said  loan,  was  directed  to  be  in- 
vested and  reinvested  for  the  eventual  redemption  of  the  said  loan. 
That  part  of  the  Act  which  directed  "the  investment  and  reinvest- 
ment of  the  prendum,  inaugurated  what  was  afterwards  called 
"the  Tobacco  Warehouse  Sinking  Fund." 

In  pursuance  of  this  Act,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore 
issued  a  loan  of  ^48,000,  which  was  taken  at  one  per  cent,  pre- 
mium, and  the  amount  of  this  premium  $480  was  invested  in  stock 
of  the  Fi'rmers'  Bank  of  Maryland.  This  small  amount  constitut- 
ing the  Tobacco  Warehouse  Sinking  Fund  increased  slowly,  until 
at  December  Session,  1832,  the  General  Assembly  passed  a  Resolu- 
tion (iVo.  20,)  directing  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore,  to 
carry  to  the  credit  of  said  fund,  the  sum  of  $12,563,70,  being  the 
net  revenue  accrued  from  the  inspection  of  tobacco,  and  to  invest 
the  same  in  public  stock  on  the  best  obtainable  terms,  to  be  applied 


to  the  redemption  of  the  said  loan  of  $48,000.     The   Tn  asurer,  on 
the   18th  day  of  March,  1833,  invested  this  sum  in  Maryland  State 
5  per  cent.  Stock,  issued  under  the  Act  of  1830,  chapter  46,  and 
said  stock  was  carried  to  the  credit  of  the  fund.     By  Eesolution 
No,  38  of  1833,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Western  Shore   was  directed 
"to  consolidate  the  several  Sinking  Funds  of  the  State  under  the  do- 
nomination  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  and  to  carry  to  its  credit,  and  in- 
vest at  his  discretion,  for  its  accumulation,  all  future  receipts  on 
account  of  either   of  the  said  funds,  and  also  any  surplus  excess  of 
$12,000  he   may  hereafter  find  to  be  in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of 
any  fiscal  year."     By  the  operation  of  this  resolution,  the  "Tobacco 
AVarehouse  Sinking  Fund"  was  merged  in  the  general  Sinking  Fund, 
and  ceased  to  exist  as  a  separate  and  distinct  account.     The  Legis- 
lature again,  at  the  Session  of  1834,  in  order  to  insure  the  payment 
of  the  debt  of  $48,000  above  contracted,  passed  a  Resolution  (No. 
40,)   directing  the   Treasurer   of  the  Western   Shore  to  place  the 
balance  of  the  Tobacco  Inspection  Revenue  that  remained  in  the 
Treasury  on  the  preceding  1st  day  of  December,  and   any  further 
balance  thereof,  which  should  be  in  the  Treasury  on  the  1st  day  of 
December    annuallj,  to  the   credit  of  the   Sinking  Fund,  until  the 
portion  of  the  said  fund,  which  is  directed  to  the  redemption  of  the 
debt  of  ^48,000,  contracted  in  pursuance  of  chapter  152  of  1826, 
shall  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  when  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  Treasurer  forthwith  to  redeem  therewith  the  said  debt  and  can- 
cel the  certificates  thereof.     This  appears  to  have  been  finally  done 
in  the  3''ear  1844,  when  the  balance  of  said  debt  was  extinguished. 
An  Act  of  the   General  Assembly,  passed  at  December  Session, 
1885,  chapter  350,  further  authorised  the  G-overnor  and  Council  to 
build  a  new  Inspection  Warehouse  in  Baltimore,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  Treasurer  was  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  $30,000  on  the  credit 
of  the  State,  by  disposing  of  the  stock  of  the  State,  bearing  an  in- 
terest of  6  per  centum  per  annum.     The  said  loan  was  made  re- 
deemable at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  at  any  time  after  such  time 
as  the  premium  for  which  said  stock  should  sell,  and  the  revenue  aris- 
ing from  that  portion  of  the  State's  wharves  attached  to  the  warehouse 
lot,  by  investment  and  re-investment  should  produce  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  principal ;  and  that  when  the  said  sum  of  $30,000  was 
so  raised,  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  place  the  same  to  the  credit 
of  the  Tobacco  Inspection  Fund.     A  supplement  to  this  latter  Act, 
chapter  (292  of  1836,)  fixed  the  time  for  the  redemption  of  this

stock,  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  at  auy  time  after  the  21st  day  of 
March,  1827.  The  loan  was  disposed  of  on  20th  May,  1831,  at  a 
premium  of  §3,525.  The  prennum  and  wharfage  thus  set  apart  to 
ensure  the  ultimate  payment  of  this  loan,  extinguished  the  debt 
thus  9ontracted  in  the  month  of  May,  1853,  as  will  appear  by  state- 
ment appended  to  this  Report,  marked  "Statement  B." 

There  has  been  jio  law  requiring  wharfage  receipts  from  these 
wharves  to  be  set  apart  for  any  specific  purpose,  since  that  time, 
and  hence,  subsequently  to  the  extinguishment  of  this  debt  in  1853, 
no  segregation  of  the  receipts  of  those  wharves  has  been  made  on 
the  books  of  the  Treasury  Department.  The  Act  of  1843,  chapter 
310,  authorised  and  directed  the  Treasurer  to  negotiate  a  further 
loanof  |)30,000  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  by  disposing  of  in  such  man- 
ner and  at  such  time  as  he  might  deem  necessary,  stock  of  the  State 
bearing  an  interest  of  six  per  cent.  p?r  annum,  the  principal  and 
interest  payable  out  of  the  Tebacco  Inspection  Fund,  the  principal 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  and  the  interest  semi-annually.  This 
loan  was  authorised  for  the  purpose  of  building  an  additional  fire- 
proof tobacco  warehouse  on  the  vacant  lot  above  AV-arehouse  'No.  2, 
of  the  size  and  dimensions  corresponding  with  the  area  of  said  lot. 
By  the  third  section  of  this  Act,  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to 
place  whatever  premium  he  might  receive  for  the  stock  sold  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  to  the  credit  of  the  Tobacco  Inspection 
Fund,  but  as  the  loan  was  negotiated  at  par,  nothing  accrued  to  the 
said  fund  from  this  source. 

The  Act  of  1845,  chapter  97,  section  1,  authorised  the  Governor 
to  purchase  a  lot  of  ground  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  to  con- 
tract on  the  most  favorable  terms,  for  the  erection  of  a  fire-proof 
tobacco  warehouse  thereon  capable  of  containing  six  thousand  hog- 
heads.  By  the  second  section  of  this  Act,  the  Commissioner  of 
Joans  was  authorised  and  directed  to  negotiate  a  loan  upon 
the  credit  of  the  State,  for  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  the 
Governor  shall  certify  to  Lim  to  be  necessary  to  carry  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  Act  into  operation,  and  for  that  purpos?  to  issue  stock 
of  the  Stats  bearing  interest  at  sis  per  cent,  per  annum,  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof  to  he  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  State,  the  principal 
and  interest  payable  out  of  the  Tobacco  Inspection  i'und,  the  prin- 
cipal redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State,  the  interest  to  be  paid 
semi  annually  By  the  the  third  section  of  the  Act,  the  Treasurer 
was  directed  to  pay,  out  of  the  money  thus  raised  for  the  erection 
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of  said  warehouse,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  and  at  such  time 
or  times  as  may  appoar  to  be  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  of  the 
Act,  and  the  6th  section  interdicted  the  negotiation  of  the  loan,  un- 
less the  stock  should  ffcU  at  a  premium.  This  not  being  practicable, 
the  Act  of  1846,  chapter  348  was  passed,  directing  the  Commission- 
er of  Loans  to  negotiate  a  loan  on  the  best  terms  he  can,  by  dispos- 
ing of  the  stock  of  the  State,  bearing  interest  at  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  the  principal  redeemable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  State  at  any 
time  when  in  the  opinion  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  the  situa- 
tion of  the  Tobacco  Fund  would  enable  the  State  to  do  so  with 
prudence  and  safety,  and  the  interest  on  said  stock  to  Joe  payable 
half-yearly,  on  the  first  days  of  January  and  July,  both  principal 
and  interest  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Tobacco  Inspection  Fund  only, 
and  from  no  other  money  or  monies  in  the  Treasury,  for  such  sum 
or  sums  of  money  as  the  Treasurer  may  certify  to  the  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Loans  to  hi  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this 
Act,  namely,  to  enable  the  State  Tobacco  Inspectors  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  to  carry  on  the  operation  ot  their  respective  warehouses, 
according  to  law,  provided  that  the  sum  or  sums  of  mone}^  so  certi- 
fied by  Slid  Treasurer  to  said  Commissioner,  shall  in  no  one  year 
exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  in  gross  so  payable 
out  of  said  Tobacco  Fund  the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  ;  pro- 
vided that  the  Commissioner  of  Loans  shall  not  dispose  of  the  stock 
hereby  authorised  to  be  created  at  a  less  sum  than  the  par  value 
thereof. 

The  second  section  of  this  Act  directs  that  all  the  proceeds  of  the 
sale  of  said  stock  be  paid  into  the  Treasury,  and  the  Treasurer  out 
of  the  sum  so  provided,  shall  pay  to  the  said  Tobacco  Inspectors, 
such  amount  quarterly,  as  they  shall  respectively  on  oath  certify  to 
him,  they  have  expended  over  and  above  their  receipts  in  the 
quarter,  in  the  necessary  execution  of  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  law,  provided  such  payments  do  not  exceed  the  sum  limited  by 
the  proviso  of  the  first  section  of  the  Act.  By  the  third  section  of 
this  Act,  the  sixth  section  of  the  Act  of  1845,  chapter  97,  requiring 
the  bonds  to  be  sold  at  a  premium  was  repealed.  Under  the  Act  of 
1845,  chapter  97,  stock  was  issued  to  the  amount  of  $81,984.15, 
but  notwithstanding  the  direction  of  the  Act,  that  the  stock  should 
not  be  sold  at  less  than  par,  the  loan  appears  to  have  realized  only 
the  sum  of  $77,006.05.  The  amount  of  stock  sold  under  the  Act 
of  1846,  chapter  348,  to  reimburse  the  Tobacco  Inspectors  for  ex- 
penses over  and  above  their  receipts,  was  $21,705.52. 


The  Act  of  1853,  chapter  381,  provides  for  the  erection  of  an 
additional  warehouse  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  appoints  William 
Cook  and  George  D.  Tewksbury,  Commissioners,  to  purchase  at  such 
price  as  they  may  deem  reasonable,  the  ground  belonging  to  James 
Hooper  &  Sons,  situated  on  Perry  street,  being  at  the  northeast 
corner  of  the  lot  belonging  to  the  State,  and  binding  on  the  north 
side  of  Conway  street,  and  cause  to  be  erected  a  new  Tobacco  Ware- 
house, corresponding  with  that  part  of  Warehouse  'No.  5,  which 
binds  on  Charles  street,  and  the  Treasurer  was  directed  to  pay  said 
Commissioners  the  sums  required  by  their  requisitions  made  from 
time  to  timej.not  to  exceed  in  the  whole,  the  aum  of  $35,000,  and 
the  amount  expended  under  this  Act,  was  directed  to  be  charged 
to  the  Tobacco  Fund.  Under  this  Act,  there  appears  to  have  been 
expended  the  sum  of  $34,202.22.  By  chapter  163,  of  1856,  the 
sum  of  $1,000  was  appropriated  to  pay  said  Commissioners  for 
their  services  in  superintending  the  building  of  said  warehouse. 
A  number  of  Acts  have  been  passed  from  time  to  time,  making  ap- 
propriations and  directing  payments  to  be  made  by  the  Treasurer 
out  of  the  Tobacco  fund,  which  amounts  and  the  Acts  making  the 
appropriations  are  detailed  in  Statement  A,  appended  to  this 
Report. 

In  stating  this  account,  I  have  charged  the  Tobacco  Inspection 
Fund  with  the  amounts  expended  for  the  purchase  of  lota  of  ground 
and  the  erection  of  the  several  warehouse  buildings,  with  the  ex- 
penses of  insurance,  and  repairs  and  other  expenses  incident  thereto 
and  authorised  by  law,  with  the  amounts  appropriated  and  directed 
by  law  to  be  paid  out  of  said  fund,  and  with  the  amount  of  defici- 
encies to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  warehouses,  in  the  years  when 
the  expenses  have  exceeded  the  receipts,  and  I  have  credited  the 
fund  with  all  the  net  receipts  of  the  tobacco  warehouses  remaining 
in  the  Treasury  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year,  since  their  establish- 
ment. I  have  also  credited  said  fund  witls  the  amounts  received 
on  the  policies  of  insurance  on  Tobacco  Warehouse  No.  1  which 
Avas  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  month  of  January  18Y5.  The  several 
items  of  debit  and  credit  are  detailed  with  the  Acts  and  Resolutions 
authorising  the  same,  in  Statement  A.  and  Statement  B.  I  have 
also  prepared  a  recapitulation  of  the  whole  account,  and  find  there- 
by that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  1875,  the  fund  appears  to  be 
indebted  to  the  Treasury  in  the  sum  of  $61,168.04.  The  data  for 
the  statement  of  this  account  have  been  obtained  by  careful  and 
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diligent  research,  and  IVom  the  iaiperfeet  way  in  which  the  accounts 
have  been  kept,  the  labor  of  ascertaining  the  same  has  been  very 
great.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  for  a  greater  portion  of  the  year 
1874,  I  was  compelled,  on  account  of  the  building  of  the  addition 
to  the  Comptroller's  Office,  to  occupy  another  building,  in  which  it 
was  impossible  to  have  proper  access  to  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment, I  was  unable  to  make  up  the  account  in  time  to  give  an  ab- 
stract of  it  in  my  Report  for  the  year  18*74.
